Monday evening at the Lincoln ho- 
tel by br. Allen Craig, associate di- 
rector of the college of surgeons, to 
a group of newspaper men, doctors 
and laymen. 
The picture unfolds with views of 
an ocean liner putting to sea, show- 
ing in detail how the power is de- 
veloped through stokers in the boil- 
er room feeding coal to the fires. 
The furnace, boilers, coal and en- 
gine of the ship are likened unto 
the mouth, ditre&tive organs, food 
and heart of the human being. 
Turning from the steamer 
tho 


film shows man's 
fuel 
or 
food 


ground and mixed with salvia in 
the mouth, from whence it passes 
down the throat into the stomach. 
Each operation is plainly shown 


by means of the combined use of 
the X-ray s-nd the moving picture, 
used successfully for the first time 
In unison according to Dr. Craig, 
who helped collect the film. 


After the food reaches the stom- 


ach, that part of the human 
me- 
chanism is shown In operation aa 
a mixing vat, reducing the •ollds to 
liquid by means of a squeezing op- 
eration combined with digestive 
juices from the lining. From" the 
stomach the food passes a 
valve, 
plainly shown in the picture, into 
the small Intestine 
where 
more 


fluids are added from 
the 
pan- 
creas, gall and liver. 
As the food passes along the in- 


tehtine it comes in contact 
with 


more than four million fine pro- 
jecting 
points 
called villi. 
The 


liquid food soaks through the cov; 
erlng of the villi into the capillary 
tubes 
of 
blood 
and eventually 


reaches the heart or engine of the 
body, and by it, as part of the blood, 
pumped to every part of the body. 
This part of the picture is in col- 
ors and the blood coursing through 
the arteries is seen plainly. 
The picture also shows the ac- 


tion of the blood and the network 
of leaders from the large arteries. 
It circulates in the finest capillaries 
and soaks through their walls 
to 


bathe cells that make up the mus- 
cle fibers, where the living cells 
transform the chemical energy of 
the absorbed tood into the physical 
energy of motion. 
The purpose of the picture is to 


show that the fires of the body are 
fed by the food one eats, and health 
is largely governed by eating.

WASHINGTON. Feb. 23.— (By the 
Associated Press.)— President Cool- 
lidt-e, who is insisting or. prompt 
ratification of the Italian debt set- 
tlement. conferred yesterday with 
Senator Smoot, republican Utah, a 
member of the American debt com- 
Slon. concerning the prospect of 
early senate 
consideration of the 


question. 
The president was in- 


formed that the Italian agreement, 
which IB facing formidab e °PPOS'- 
tlon in the senate, 
could not be 


called up until at least after the 
senate had disposed of the case of 
the Aluminum Co of America and 
the house resolution for appoint- 
ment of a congressional committee 
to lease Muscle S foals. 
The Italian settlement probably 


will be the first of the six bills ap- 
proving debt agreements -with as 
many foreign nations to be caueci 
up 
Little opposition has developed 


to those affecting Belgium and the 
smaller European nations. 
Chairman Borah of the 
senate 


foreign relations 
committee, and 
Senator Reed, democrat, Missouri, 
are the leaders in the fight against 
the Italian settlement. 
They are 
supported by a number of senators 
on both sides of the chamber and 
friends of the agreement negotiat- 
ed last summer concede that the re- 
sult is in doubt. 
President Coolidge in 
insisting 


upon favorable action by the seri- 
ate, takes the position that

WILLIAM JOSEPH HART. 


William Joseph Hart, son of Mr. 


and Mrs. W. E. Hart, was born at 
McCook, Neb., June 20. 1906. His 
childhood was spent in McCook, 
where he attended public schools, 
from which he graduated at the 
age of 15, completing the 
high 


school course in three years with 
the highest average of his class. 
He was interested in all high school 
activities and was editor of the 
high school, paper. 
In early youth he was confirmed 


in the Episcopal church and was 
always an ardent Christian, faith- 
ful to his church and its obliga- 
tions. 
His great love for music was evi- 
dent at a very early age and his 
first instruction in this line was at 
the Domimcam Sisters conservatory 
of music at McCook.

He was quick to 
learn, eager to apply himself, and 
quick to execute all responsibilities 
placed upon him by his Instructors. 
He was graduated with honors in 
the class of 1925, his high average 
winning for him the Juilliard schol- 
arship. He gave his graduating or- 
gan recital with orchestra on March 
17, and a piano recital May 2, 1925. 
During his student life William 
Hart was to demand as an accom- 
panist for both- instrumental and 
vocal soloists. He early showed ex- 
traordinary ability in smal 
en- 


semble" groups such as trios, quin- 
tets, and even larger musical com- 
binations. 
He was an unusual student of 
musical history Names, dates and 
compositions jvere familiar to him. 
He knew modem and contemporary 
artists and musicians, their accen- 
tricities, their metropolitan appear- 
ances, and' their programs. His 
knowledge was not confined 
to 


piano and organ activities, but he 
knew opera scores and symphonies 
as well. 
Upon graduation, William Hart 
was elected to the faculty of the 
University School of Music in the 
pianoforte department in order that 
he 
might 
pursue 
post-graduate 


piano study. 
He was elected to membership in 


Pi Kappa Lambda, honorary mu- 
sical fraternity, one of five in his 
class to receive the honor He was 
a member of Phi Mu Alpha, Sin- 
fonia, a musical fraternity During 
the past year he was elected to 
membership in the Licicoln chapter 
of the American Guild of organists 
and December 27 he played a re- 
cital for the Omaha chapter. He 
ivas a member of the American 
Federation of Musicians. He had 
played the organs in all of the Lin- 
coln theaters from time to time He 
was the regular organist-at Holy 
Trinity for a year and associate 
organist at the First Christian 
church for six months. At the time 
of his death he was the regular 
orgamist at the B'Nai Jeshurun 
Jewish temple, organist at the First 
Presbyterian church, and accompan- 
ist for the chamber of commerce 
slee club. 
He passed away on February 19, 


1926, age 19 years, 7 months and 
29 days. Ho leaves to mourn his

Nebraska 
City school for the blind, in an ad- 
dress before the Lincoln 
Rotary 
club Tuesday noon at the Lincoln 
hotel on the occasion of the twen- 
ty-first annlvarsary of the found- 
ing of Rotary International. 
Washington was writing to a 
weak nation, which was remote 
from the scene of a great struggle 
—the French revolution, Mr. Ab- 
bott declared, but "advice to a na- 
tion to remain In isolation, 
after 
that isolation has already been lost, 
is puerile and futile." 
"Why I Am a Rotarian" was the 
title of Mr. Abbott's address, and 
he gave two reasons. The first, he 
said, is that "It has been the high 
>rivlllge and is now the high pur- 
>ose of Rotary International to 
ake this priceless aphorism." the 
golden rule pronounced by Christ, 
nd "let it function." He declared 
he rule "A most simple, direct, 
lear. yet monumental declaration; 
and one that, if put into practice, 
would revolutionize the conduct of 
he people of the -world. Never be- 
ore had it been stated, so forcibly 
and in the positive, rather than in 
he negatl\-e form."

Omaha shuddered and shivered while the 


shadow of a mysterious killer hovered near. 


The mass mind of a flourishing city of more than 


200,000 people drew a terrifying picture of this arch 
murderer, who, operating with the ««rtty * * 
silencer gun, shot down his victims and slipped away 
quietly in the darkness before 
organiied 
pursuit 


could take up the trail. It was the apparent co d- 
bloodedness and lack of concern of the killer which 
made him appear as a more frightful ogre. He lacked 
the humanizing traits of some of the bad men who 
have terrorized communities. 
He struck • without 


earning 
He did not give his victim a. chance. 


It wai not without reason that 
Omaha became 


fearful and nervous and apprehensive; that citizens 
stayed indoors; that theaters and eating houses wer« 
deserted. There was no telling where the mad killer 
would strike next. 


Large rewards were offered by public spirited In- 


stitutions for the capture of the murderer who Tvas 
menacing the city's welfare. Omaha's police force, 
aroused to feverish action by the unsolved crimes, 
searched every alleyway and every hiding nook in the 
hope of apprehending him. Large groups of citizens, 
organized Into vigilance squads, augmented the regu- 
lar forces of law and order and the search went on 
unceasingly. A city, in its full strength, girded itself 
for the struggle to protect itself from the dastardly 
attack of an enemy of society. 


And. then out of a clear sky came the news of 


the killer's capture. 


He was taken in a small town In Iowa, some forty 


miles from the scene of his crimes, without the fir- 
ing of a shot, by a posse, consisting of a village con- 
stable, a railroad section foreman, •who had first dis- 
covered him walking along the right of -nay, and two 
other associates. 


There was nothing particularly malevolent or men- 


acing: in his appearance when he was taken into cus- 
todj. Omaha's killer could have passed for a small 
town rustic in any city In the United States, with- 
out exciting suspicion. He was roughly and crudely 
dressed. The weapon -which he used was found con- 
cealed beneath his shifts, a rudely contrWed pistol, 
strangely In contrast with the 
terribly 
efficient 


•weapons which may be had today 
The group which 


captured him, snapped the handcuffs on his wrists, 
and placed him under arrest 


It was an anti-climax for the most 
absorbing 


series of crimes to puzzle Nebraska in years. There 
was no grand finale—a meek. Inoffensive, mild man- 
nered farm hand the prisoner; a village constable and 
a section foreman the captors. 


If the newspapers can produce that picture with 


fidelity they have performed a real eervlce to the 
public they serve 
They are no hlg-h tones or 
rosy 


tints in it to attract the imagination of youth. There 
is no glamour in It 
It is just the sordid story of a 


none to intelligent mm. In the last stages of a sordid 
disease lacking in real courage .skulking In the dark- 
ness to strike down his victims, running away breath- 
lessly after he had taken life, cringing and trembling 
' in the fear of detection. 


Men who wantonly kill have a habit of revealing 


cowardice when law finally asserts Itself. There was 
Marty Durkin, the Chicago killer. He was a 2-gun 
man, 
ready to shoot It out with the officers. 
He 


was taken without a struggle. Today he Is a craven, 


• trembling shadow of the desperado he pretended to 


be 
The Jauntless, the aCr of bravado, the assumed 


courage which characterized him when he held the 
upper hfcnd have dropped from him. He is only a kid, 
probably for the first time realizing the full enormity 
of his offense. 
The Omaha killer -was In 
abject 


terror of detection. That Is why he shot one of hia 
victims. He wanted nothing so.much as to get away 
and hide like a mole from the detecting hand of man. 


Back of the Omaha killings, back of Marty Dur- 


kin's mad career, back of nine-tenths of the mur- 
ders in this country is the sad story of misguided 
jouth—of shifIllness and laziness. 
Crime is easier 


than honest toll. It is invariably more deadly. The 
Omaha killer made a gesture toward applying science 
to his criminality by using a 
silencer on his gun. 


What a cheap, foolish flourish it was? The young 
man with a steady Job. with a willingness to work and 
to save can thank God. His life is not an antl-cll- 
max, no matter how lowly his station. 


BRINGING GOVERNMENT UP TO DATE1. 


It nows seems fairly certain that the present con- 


gress will carve a niche for Itself in the hall of fame 
by submitting the proposed 20th amendment to the 
United States constitution, setting ahead the dates 
for inaugurating a president and convening the new- 
congress elected with htm. The Norrls resolution em- 
bodying that step has passed the senate with only 2 
votes against it, and the elections committee of the 
house has approved it. 


An amendment tacked on by the house committee 


corrects an oversight In the original draft, by pro- 
viding that If the president-elect should die before 
the time fixed for his taking office the vice 
dent elected with him shall succeed to the office, the 
same as he would after both have been duly inaug- 
urated. 


There can be little doubt that if the states are giv- 


en an opportunity they will quickly ratify 4hls change 
in the constitution. Such a reform has been overdue 
for three-quarters of a century. Had It been brough 
about 'earlier, many of the governmental evils which 
exist today would never have arisen. Nothing wll 


> contribute more toward Modernism* the natlo^na 


administration and makini?preSpon«lve to the popu 
lar will than this quickening of its operation. 
^Its enactment and ratification will mean the end 
Of "lame duck congresses" in which vicious legislation 
it often attempted and somttlri»e« forced through by 
the Wters of senators and re^Mijtntatives whom the 
voters of their respective states nare repudiated. Tha 
one thing makes the amendment worth a great de* 
to the country. 


But there arc other benefits of a positive charact

FREE PROFESSIONAL SERVICES. 


One of th« directors of national endowment fund 


or the home for aged physicians and surgeons and 
heir families has just issued a statement in which 


declares that the majority of these professional 


men die without estates and many of- them become 
mbllc charges because of financial difficulties. Then 
ie gives some of the reasons why this Is the case. 


In the first place it Is stated that the physicians 


and surgeona of New Tork City alone give annually 
o the public free of charge, services estimated to be 
worth at leaet fifteen million dollars. In the country 
,t large such free services rendered are worth no 
ess than 135 millions of dollars. The statement Is 
based only on what is known as "free hospital days" 
and does not take into consideration services rend- 
red to patients who cannot or will not pay their 
.ills. It Is well known that there are very many such 


"The're are in New York City 140 medical and sur- 
gical serving Institutions and returns were reclved 
rom 107 of these. From these returns it was'found 
hat New York medical men during twelve months 
gave 5,020,502 free hospital days and at $3 each these 
alone would amount to $15,081,508. 


It is said that in the early days of the profession, 


when about the only educated people were the doc- 
ors, lawyers and priests, these made no charge for 
heir services, depending for their »«muneration upon 
he ability and Inclination of those they served. 
It 


•was because of this fact that professional men were 
so highly honored In that day. 


Of course this- early practice has of necessity been 


done away with and there are some patients who at 
.Imes believe that they have been charged exorbi- 
tant fees. "When, however ,one takes Into consldera- 
-lon the tremendous amount of work done by physi- 
cians and surgeons, for which they receive absolutely 
no pay whatever, It Is readily understood that some 
charges must be in substantial amounts if «**>«- 
or is to live In the manner to which he is entitled.

And yet a deficit would not be an unmixed evil. 
It Is the fond hope of the administration to formu- 


ate a permanent system of taxation upon the gen- 
eral principles followed In this bill. Those genera 
principles can be reduced to the one proposition of 
relieving wealth of the burden which it has had to 
carry under previous conceptions of just and equit- 
able taxation 
If a deficit^, actually occur in 


government funds, which now* seems most likely the 
net result will be to reopen the whole Question of tax- 
ation That would be the most fortunate thing which 
:ould happen 
If the subject Is given thorough dis- 


usslon again, it Is certain that some of the taxes, 
notably the inheritance tax. will 
be 
restored to 


something of Its former self. There Is very likely 
to be a rearrangement of the surtax schedules. To 
guard against this very thing may explain the rea- 
son for some of Mr. Mellon's caution and conserva- 
tism. If that'is the case, then the friends of the rich 
in congress have over reached themselves. 


BALDWIN'S BUILDING 
PROGRAM. 


The last vote In Great Britain on the question of 


governmental aid In the solution of the housing pro- 
gram indicates Great Britain has gone over whole- 
heartedly to this plan. Premier Stanley Baldwin ee- 
:urcd a substantial majority for his proposal to build 
:.000 "steel houses" in Scotland at a cost of $1,000.- 


000. 
, 
Since 1919, when the first housing act was passed 


by parliament to relieve an 
emergency 
situation, 


Great Britain has been steadily enlarging Its program 
In'thls direction. The Initial work under the 191S act 
met a temporary reverse, due to the shortage of la- 
bor and materials, and work had to be temporarily 
suspended. But since that time the government has 
built more than 36,000 homes In Scotland and within 
a. few weeks 13,000 more will be underway. Premier 
Baldwin estimates It will be necessary to construct 
at least 100.000 houses before the conditions are re- 
lieved, the last census showing that 47 percent of 
the Scottish people lived in one or two room homea 


Equally significant is-the type of construction. The 


new appropriation, calls for 2,000 atcel-slded, wood- 
en framed houses in 3 or 4-room sizes, with 
tllo

TREATMHNT: When you first feel the cold coming on, have some sort 


of a heating treatment that gets you thoroughly wanned up. Take a hot 
tub or cabinet bath, or a Turkish bath (not to long. In any case); then 
be careful to keep warm afterwards. If the cold seems very severe, bet- 
er go to bed. 


If you have been constipated, a mild laxative may help, but take 


no drastic physic*, tn an institution, a series of those having colds, some 
aklng physics and other* not, were observed by a physician. He found 
hat those taking cathartics did not recover so soon as those who did 
not take them. 
Right at the beginning of the cold, you should also give your nose 


and throat local treatment to help kill off the germs.,Swab or spray your 
nose four or five times a day with one of the formulas which follow, 
t-ermulsi For Local Treatment: 
Eucalyptus oil, SO drop*; menthol, 10 grains; camphor, IS grains; 


liquid petrolatum, 4 ounces.

One-fourth lodin and three-fourths glycerine Is also a good formula. 
A 10 per cent solution of argyrol Is another effective medication 


Argyrol Is a blackish fluid of non-Irritating silver salts and like other 
formulas, is harmless if a little run* back In the nose and is swallopcd 
It does not keep well for longer than a week. (Argyrol leaves a *taln 
which can be removed by wiping off with one to one thousand solution 
of corrosive sublimate—mercury—made with an ordinary 5 grain tablet 
In a Cuart of water. Remember thl* solution is poisonous, and if you 
gave any of It, mark the bottle "POISON" and tie a tiny bell on it (for 
the absent minded.) Always put any poison out of th§. reach of children 


Gargle or spray the throat often with hot water A teaspoonful of 


baking soda and a teaspoonful of salt to the pint of water will make the 
gargle more effective- Follow this with the oil or glycerine solution. 


According to the medical reports, the chlorine gas treatments are 


effective In many cases if they are taken the first day the cold mani- 
fests Itself. 
Anything that will bring a good fresh supply of blood to the mucous 


membrane is good, and hot applications or massage around the face 
may be tried. Vigorous exercise—bending and touching the floor with- 
out bendlr>« the knees—will have the same effect If you are used to ex- 
ercl«es, you can do this. For babies who have colds, the formulas I have 
glvtn had bettor b<. diluted more than one-half. 
Nursing mothers who have colds should wear a mask While nurs- 


ing the baby and be very careful to wash the hands thoroughly before 
touching the baby or anything that comes in contact with the baby. 


I told you of the diet yesterday. In brief, it should consist largely of 


milk, vegetables and fruits, and a moderate amount of whole grain 
breads and cereals. 
Medication should not be taken unless supervised.

Boy Scouts Planning Forests. 
(Literary Digest.) 


The 
combination of boy 
and 
hatchet has a mythical potency 
which is anything but reassuring 
to tree», especially those of the 
cherry family. But when you take 
the boy without the hatchet—or 
with a hatchet which he has been 
taught to use with discrimination 
—and when you foster his love of 
nature and train him in the ways of 
coneer-vatlon, then you turn him In- 
to a valuable force of friendship 
and helpfulness toward the vanish- 
Ing forest. And this is what has 
happened to the Boy Scouts, ac- 
cording to the Boy Scout Weekly 
Bulletin As -we read: 
Forestatlon work In many states 
calls attention to the public spirit 
of Boy Scout troops. In New York 
eighty-five thousand 
trees 
were 


planted last year through their ef- 
forts. Forty-five thousand of these, 
Alexander MacDonald conservation 
commissioner, reports to the na- 
tional scout office, were planted in 
scout forests The remaining- forty 
thousand were placed elsewhere. In 
co-operation with the New Tork 
state forestry association 
Thirty thousand registered Boy 


Scout forest guides are co-operat- 
ing with Pennsylvania's department 
of forests and waters, according to 
R. Y. Stuart, secretary. They post 
fire warnings patrol the woods and 
fight flrea as far as permitted by 
the legal 
16-year-age limitation. 


Ten troops In Pennsylvania planted 
44,200 trees last year. Considerable 
other work was done by scouts of 
which the department had no record, 
it was said 


From 
Massachusetts comes ac- 


knowledgement of the planting last 
year of sixty-five hundred trees by 
scouts. The boys also assisted in 
extinguishing forest fires and in 
fighting the blister rust. 


And another chronicle tells us that 


birds as -well as trees aie "the spec- 
ial wards of scoutdom," and that 
''a building boom in blrdtown" each 
spring Is one of the happy conse- 
quences of the boy's tree-planting 
activities Moreover. 


In every part of the country Boy 


Scouts have tree-planting and re- 
forestation projects under way Two 
of the largest programs are reach- 
Ing completion at JVtacon, Ga., and 
Memphis, Tenn Comp sites of sev- 
eral 
hundred acres 
are 
being 


planted. 


Flowers, shrubs and vines have 


special roles in the planting project 
of Logan -Utah Scouts have pledged 
their help in every phase of this 
campaign. Thousands of poplars, 
the tree that Utah made famous, 
are to be put in Logan Canyon. In 
.he town, all yards are to be cleaned 
The boys will clean up their own 
gardens and help widows, sick peo- 
ple, or other persons, who have dif- 
ficulty In managing alone the work 
on their premises.

WHEN RECEIVING A PASS.

Plant To Be Installed By 


City Before Swimming 


Season Opens. 
i 
• 


Engineering 
Department 


Prepares Specifications 


For Apparatus. 


The city council Tuesday after- 
noon approved the plans and speci- 
fications drawn by the engineering- 
department for a filtration plant at 
the municipal pool at an estimated 
cost of approximately $19,000. 
The 
clerk was directed to advertise for 
bids. 
The plant provides for the puri- 
fication of the water by filtration 
and aeration. The water in the 
pool is drained into a pipe at the 
east end through a system of holes 
in a lead pipe through the center of 
deep section of the plunge. 
From the drain pipe.the water is 
sent into a sediment trap where 
sand and other debris aie screened 
out. 
Force 
pumps then send it 
through four pressure filter tanks 
10 feet in diameter, and S feet tall. 
As the water flows through the 
tanks the Impurities are removed. 
As It leaves the tanks it is then 
treated with chlorine gas and other 
chemicals and thoroughly sterilized 
before being carried to both sides 
of the pool through large pipes. 
According to the engineers 
the 
rate of filtration will be the com- 
plete contents of thp plunge, 800,000 
gallons every ten hours. 


Second Circular System. 
Independent .of the tank filtration 


system will be a 
second 
circular 
system for aeration of the water. 
Large 
pumps send the 
-water 
through pipes from the 
sediment 
trap to two aerator fountains, one 
at the northeast and the other at 
the northwest corner of the pool. 
These aerators are made of con- 
crete and steel, stand 10 feet above 
the water and are 9 feet across at 
the bottom. 
The water is forced 
through a six Inch pipe to the top 
•where it falls over an umbrella- 
shaped construction and Into a dish 
2 feet 6 inches across. As fast as 
this fills It cascades Into others in- 
creasing in size until it reaches the 
lower level. Each fountain will dis- 
charge about 600 gallons a minute. 
The cascading of the water from 


one to the other of the four levels 
of the fountain oxidizes any 
1m- 


nurltie.'' that may have been left 
after being purified. 
The nitration plat will be housed 


in a, building at the east end of the 
plunge. It will be 5S feet long, 32 
feet wide with 18 foot falls. 
The 
architecture will be Spanish in tile 
and stucco with red tile roof 
and 


trim. 
It is contended that the plant wflU 


p iv for itself in a comparatively 
short time. 
After the first filling 
there will be no further need for a 
water supply except to care for 
evaporation. It will also make pos- 
sible larger earnings -through the 
pool being at a given temperature 
always and available for swimmers 
at all times. Heretofore from four 
days to a week were lost because 
of the water being too cold after 
re-filling. 
It is planned to have the plant in 
operation by the time the weather 
is warm enough for swimming.

Yorkers are 
being 


bilked out of millions ' of dollars 
annually by fake 
mediums 
and 


spiritualists who cloak their oper- 
ations under a ritual of semi-re- 
ligious character. 
So says a survey by a committee 


given to Representative Sol Bloom 
who is considering seeking legisla- 
tion from congress on the matter 
since the mediums do a mall order 
business. 
Milton Wright, associate editor 


of Scientific American and one of 
the committee, declared he was un- 
able to find one medium devoid of 
tricks among several hundred ex- 
amined. He said that they were all 
aske'd to read a sealed message and 
they made 285 different answers. 


The 
Investigators 
branded 
all 


mediums as fakes and indicated the 
success of their operations here, 
calling attention to their 1100,000 
homes. 
Investigators noted specially the 


activity of the spirit message group 
automatic writers, trumpet med- 
iums, object readers, sealed 
mes- 
sage readers, flower mediums, and 
the physical manifestation group. 


"The trumpet mediums," gather 


their clients In a circle and extin- 
guish the lights. In the center 
of 


the circle 
two 
huge aluminum 


tiumpets are placed upright in pans 


of water. The medium says 
the 
trumpets flout around the 
room 


tapping the heads of tho-*.* to re- 
ceive messages from beyr-r.rf. 


During the Investigation a spot- 


light turned upon the unsuspecting 
medium revealed the trumpets were 
Joined together affording her 
a 


light pole about eight feet long cap- 
able of tapping any of the "faith- 
ful."The 
"physical 
manifestation 


group," causes real arms and legs 
to float around In the air. 
sup- 


deftly slipped over a floating wrist 
In the dark sufficed to prove it at- 
tached to a body in the usual way. 


One of the Investigators was "or- 


dained" four times in 
different 


spiritualistic schools. The cost was 
$37.50. The instruction lasted 
from 


four hours to a week. Thus 
"or- 
dained," the operator declared, ''I 
enjoy all the legal privileges ot a 
minister of any other denomination. 


A "sucker list" of 40,000 names 


was obtained by one expert. 
There is a

bureau. When one medium learns 
anything about a client, she com- 
municates it to the bureau and It Is 
noted on the client's card in the 
files. 
Prices charged by the spiritual- 


ists range from $3 up. Some get 
$100 
and $200 for bits of informa- 


tion.

Telegraph Co. officials supporting 
,fhe request for an increase In rales 
on messages within the state of 
Nebraska was being taken by the 
state railway commission Tuesday. 
The new rates proposed by the 
company, averaging about»20 per 
cent increase, would net $52.000 a 
year more revenue, according to 
F. W. Lienau of New York, sup- 
erintendent of tariffs. He claimed 
there Is now an annual loss on 
Nebraska business amounting in 
1925 
to $63,000. 
The plan contemplated by 
the 


Western Union is to divide tl.e 
state into blocks 50 miles square, 
arranged as in a brick wall, and use 
these blocks In computing rates in 
three zones. 
The first zone would 
comprise any square and all others 
contiguous to it, with 30 cents as 
the minimum charge on day mes- 
sages. The second zone would ex- 
tend from any block outward to 
the second tier of squares in nil 
directions with a minimum rate of 
36 cents: and the third would com- 
prise all greater distances within 
the state, the minimum being 4S 
cents. 


Roughly speaking, this would ap- 
ph the 30-cent minimum for dis- 
tances up to 75 or 100 miles; 36- 
cents, from 100 to 150 or 175 miles; 
and 48 cents for any greater mile- 
age. 
Night rates are figured pro- 


portionately lower. 
Lincoln and Orr.<iha being within

need, however, for further stand- 
ardization, it was said, particularly 
with relation to meeting- the mini- 
mum requirements as laid down by 
the American college.

tutions of ten 
or more beds.
